HE KING IN SCOTLAND.—Accompanied 
by the Prince and Princess of Wales, the King 
attended the famous Briemar Gathering, and 
witnessed tlie Highland sports with great interest.

The Balkans Cris‘s.—A wholesale massacre has 
been perpetrated by the Turkish soldiery at Kastoria, a 
large town south of Monastir. Тһе place was burned 
down, and almost the whole of the population slain 
Bulguriuns, Greeks, women and children, are reported 
have been slaughtered indiscriminately. Тһе in- 
surgents are said to be ү aring for а terrible 
vengeance.

piaying. Bricks and plaster fell in all directions, und 
several walls collapsed. 


Tragedy at Swindon.—The Swindon magistrates 
өп Monday committed Edward Richard Palmer for trial on 
a charge of murdering his sweetheart, Esther Swinford, a 
barmaid. by shooting her through the heart in the Ship 
Hotel. Palmer throughout the hearing of the case remained 
in a listless condition, and took no notice of the crowded 
court. Mrs. White, the wife of the landlord of the Ship Hotel, 
explained that the girl, who, she understood, was engaged to 
Palmer, had been einployed at the house for three months, 
On Fri afternoon Mrs. White left Swinford alone in 
the bar-parlour. and soon afterwards hear someone enter, 
and immediately а shot was fired. She rushed to the 
scene and saw smoke coming from the girl's blouse as the 
young woman fell to the ground with a groan. Close by 
stood Palmer, revolver in hand. Тһе girl's death was 
instantaneous. Mr. White, who at once seized the young 
fellow, stated that when he called for the police Pulmer 
remarked, “ You need not do that, Walt. I done it. I 
loved the girl." At the time of his arrest Palmer was in 
possession of a photograph of Swinford, inscribed with | 
the words, “ The curse of my life." Оп the back the girl | 
had written, * To Dick, with love from Hettie.” He also 
carried a letter signed, “I remain, dearest Dick, your 
broken-hearted Hett.” Swinford, according to the evidence 
given by her uncle, left her previous situation in order to 
marry Palmer, who, however, disappeared just before the 

He had only returned to Swindon about a 
Palmer, when committed for trial, reserved 
defence, but made no statement. 
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Schooner Sunk by a Cruiser,—The Channel 
Fleet, on arriving іп St. Andrew's Bay, reported that at 
three o'clock on the morning of the 18th the first-class 
cruiser Sutlej collided with and sank the schooner Charles 
( Jf Aberdeen. The captain, two of the crew, and 
1 passenger were drowned. The accident occurred during 
a thick fog near the Firth of Forth, und while the fleet was 
steaming slowly. А loud crash, quickly followed by cries 
for help, was the first intimation those on board the Suti: 
received of what had happened. Boits were immedia 
lowered, and the Doris was signalled to stand by and render 
assistance. Two men were rescued, but owing to the 
fog, the others could not be seen, although their cries 
for help were plainly heard. The names of those 
drowned are: G. Wishart, master; William Sith, mate; 
John McIntyre, cook ; d Frank Dunnen, a 8wede, who 
joined at Sunderland. Тһе two men saved were Andrew | 
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Mackay and David Mackay, of Aberdeen. Lord Charles 
Beresford. who commands the Channel Fleet, immediately 
telegraphed the news of the collision to the Lord Provost 
of Aberdeen, expressing his deep sorrow, and asking 
that his heirtfelt sympathy might be given to the 
victims’ relatives, 


‘Thrilling Rescue by Ladies.—One of the most 
thrilling episodes of the recent gale comes from the Island 
of Scilly, and concerns the heroism of two ladies well 
known in society, the Misses Dorrien-Smith. Alfred 
Jenkins, who had been at Tresco and was returning to 
St. Mary's, was compelled to run his boat for shelter near 
the Mare Ledges, on the south shore of Tresco Island. The 
Misses Dorrien-Smith had been watching the beat. and, 
realising the man’s helplessness аз the gule increased, they 
went thems 1vesto the spot, accompanied by three men and 
a boy and carrying with them ropes. Тһе Misses Dorrien- 
Smith and their companions dragged a large boat 
nearly balf a mile over very 10ugh ground, and, making 
her fast to their ropes, launched her in the boiling serf. with 
two of the men on b-ard, in the hope of being able to 
pay out sufficient rope for the little craft in peril to be 
reached. Jenkins was by this time in an exhausted con- 
dition, and unable to render any assistance. ‘I he two ladies, 
with the remaining man and boy, held оп with marvellous 
strength, and as the rope proved too short; bent on a fresh 
rope, and at last had the satisfaction of seeing the large 
boat reach Jenkins, When the man had been dragged into 
the larger craft, there came the even heavier task ot 
hauling it ashore in the teeth of the gale. The Мінкен 
Dorrien-Smith, placing the ropes across their shoulders 
marched up the beach with three men's lives in their 
hands. They succeeded in beaching the boat and the poor 
fellow was carefully tended. 


Foundering of a British Steamer.—During the 
fearful hurricane that swept up the Atlantic coast, the 
Mexicano, a British steamer from Philadelphia to Vera 
Cruz, foundered off the coast of Florida. Twenty-one lives 
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were lost, only one of the crew being saved. This man was 
picked by the steam-ship /ozxby, clinging to the wreckage. 
Не states that a terrific wave overwhelmed the bost and 
rendered her helpless. The cargo of petroleum was used in 
an attempt to calm the sea, but without success. The 
«mall boats were smashed. early a hundred vessels were 
driven ashore by the ‘gale, and half of them are tote 
wrecks. The damage done is estimated at £2,500,000. 


Air-Ship Experiment.--Mr. Stanley Spencer's 
attempt to sail his air-ship from the Crystal Palace round 
the dome of St. Paul's Cathedral proved unsuccessful. 
Great crowds assembled on the bridges and in those 
t»oroughfares from which it was possible to gain a glimpse 
of the air-ship; while the parapet outside St. Paul's dome 
was thronged with spectators. Тһе air-ship came swiftly 
along until it was within a short distance of the dome und 
on the north side. For several minutes it hovered over 
tlie Cathedral, Mr. Spencer trying his utmost to master the 


contrary wind by means of his powerful motor. His 
efforts, however, were vain; the wind gained the uppe 

hand, „and the plucky aéromaut was carried away north- 
wards, He passed over Wood Green and Southgate, and 


eventually landed safely on the estate of Mr. Bevan, at 
New Barnet. Interviewed on his experiences, Mr. Spencer 
stated that he made four attempts to round St. Paul's 
dome, but that the increasing force of the breeze checked 
him. 80 great was the strain on the rudder-rope that beth 
his hands were severely cut in trying to steer the air-sl:p 
round. 


Mr. Whitaker Wright Committed for 
Trial.—At the Guildhall, the hearing of the charges 
against Mr. Whitaker Wright in connection with his 


management of the London and Globe Corporation and 
allied companies was concluded. A number of witnesses 
were called for the prosecution, but none for the defence. 
At the conclusion of the evidence Mr. Avory asked for a 


committal. Asked by Alderman Smaliman if he had 
anything to say, Mr. Wright replied: “І have nothing 
to say, Sir, at the present time, except that I am 


absolutely innocent of the charges made against me. I 
reserve my entire defence in regard to the same until the 
The accused was thereupon committed 
for trial at the next sessions of the Central Criminal Court, 
the same bail being allowed as previously. 


Railway Collision at Bournemouth.—A serious 
accident occurred at Bournemouth West Railway Station 
on Saturday morning last. Тһе carriages of the 7.50 
London express had been made up ready to start, when a 
light engine, coming down the incline from the sheds, 
dashed into them. Тһе guard’s van, the engine and 
tender, and а Pullman car suffered most from the impact 
It is said that the brake of the light engine failed to act, 
and an official, seeing that a collision was imminent, 
shouted to the passengers who had taken their seats in the 
stationary express to jump out. Тһе majority were able 
to do so in time, but a few persons were still in the train 
when the collision took place, and these were considerably 
bruised and shaken by the force of the impact. "The 
injured were quickly removed to the Royal Victoria Hos- 
pital, where it was deemed advisable to detain the guard 
and the fireman of the light engine, both of them having 
sustained serious injuries,

LL EYES—that is, the eyes of those interested 
in “soccer” football—are turned to the famous 
elub hard by thé river Wear. There is no blinking 
the faet that Sunderland are playing far and away 
the best football of the League clubs. At present 

they are one point in front of their nearest attendants, 
Sheffield Wednesday, and on the form they dísplayed against

"ircle is certainly better than that of any other club. In 
the matter of aggregate of points since the League’s form- 
ation, Aston Villa are first, with a total of 539 points; 
Everton come second with 505, and Sunderland third with 
500. But the record of the* team of all the talents" is 
really the best, for theothers were in the First Division two 
years before Sunderland started, and іп that period Aston 
Villa gained 48 points and Everton 51, so that it is only fair 
to assume that had Sunderland started off the mark with 
them their aggregate would be the biggest. 

However, though Sunderland beat Liverpool, they had 
not a great deal to spare, and were only an odd goal to the 
good when the game ended.

Yet they noticed that 
these chickens exhibited something that was lacking in 
their own birds—their sprightly appearance, the tightness 
of feather, the continued activity, the absence of diarrhoea 
all went to prove that they had been properly cared for, had 
been given the right food to eat, which made them better, 
stronger, healthier, and superior birds in every way to their

own rearing. This proved food for thought to the enter- 
prising poultry-keeper, and went to show beyond all doubt 
that this system of dry feed was superior to anything pre- 
viously introduced. At the time of demonstrating publiely 
there was only one vendor of dry chick feed (Messrs. Armi- 
tage, Nottingham); since then the vendors of dry chick feed 
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spell legion. The system was then practically new;

Seedsmen making a speciality of bulbs are early in the 
field with their catalogues; while even in London the 
annual sales are already advertised. Bulb-culture, indeed 
is becoming more popular every year. The parrot variety 
of tulip, of which I give an Illustration, is по longer the 
novelty it was, but there must be some growers who have 
not yet seen it; consequently, for théir benefit I give a

colours and curious forms are alike charming. It flowers 
later than the ordinary varieties. The best species me 
Café Brun, bright purple and yellow ; Cramosie, brilliant 
deep erimson, black centre; Maark Graaff, crimson and 
yellow ; Constantinople, гей; Lutea, yellow ; and Perfecta, 
à handsome striped bloom. Any grower never having 
tried the parrot tulip should certainly obtain some bulbs 
The variegated-leaved tulips are not sufficiently known 
or they would be in every garden; in habit, foliage, and 
flower they are alike charming. The outer edges of the 
leaves are evenly banded with broad lines of silver or gold, 
земи a yucca-like appearance, and producing а 

elightful effect for conservatory or bedding, both before 
and after flowering. 


On Potato-Growing. 

The future for the potato seems to be of the rosiest 
character, and calls for every effort being made by the 
cultivator to produce the right sort of tubers in the right 
way. Apart altogether from the value of the potato as an 
article of food, which goes without saying, its value as « 
source of alcoholic spirit is well known all the world over. 
In fact, in some parts of the world the potato (the sweet 
variety) is grown chiefly for the spirit it contains, and 
factories are in some places erected and equipped with 
valuable machinery for the extraction of this spirit, find- 
ing employment for a considerable amount of capital and 
for many hands. But perhaps the most considerable use in 
future for the potato will be as a source of power for motor 
vehicles, and if the spirit extracted from the popula: 
tuber?can be obtained in sufficient quantities, and at the 
right price and. proper strength, it may hasten the advert 
of the motor vehicle in countries where, without such heip, 
it will bea thing of the far-distant future, In Germa: vy 
much attention is being paid to the ‘growing of potatoes 
for many purposes, for, out of the 65,000,000 acres of laud 
under cultivation in the German Empire, no less tha: 
12} per cent. is at the present time planted with potatoes, 
and this planting is going on increasing from year to 
year. There are very few plants from which so many 
valuable products are extracted as from the potato, which, 
besides being an excellent article of food for man and 
beast, gives liberally of spirit, starch, flour, syrup, 
glucose, etc.
